Causes, factors 
related to death 


• Setting sail from 
Lunenburg didn't take into 
full consideration the long- 
range forecasts for adverse 
weather. 

• Because of a lack of com¬ 
munication, Gainey was told 
to go below and sleep but 
another officer told her to 
perform ship checks. She was 
also unaware the order had 
been given to stay away from 
the port breezeway, where it 
was believed she was swept 
overboard. 

• Gainey was likely fatigued 
from a lack of sleep. 

• A large wave hit the port 
side of the ship. 

• Safety nets were not rigged 
above the bulwarks of the 
main deck and breezeway. 

• The effectiveness of safety 
lines were diminished 
because harnesses were not 
worn and there was a lack of 
fastening points. 


Risks 

• There was no alarm 
system to immediately alert 
the crew in other parts of 
the ship. 

• An absence of an effective 
safety management 
structure. 

• Crew members responsi¬ 
ble for the trainees lacked 
formal training in crisis man¬ 
agement. 

• The unstructured training 
program made it difficult to 
assess trainees' abilities. 

• Relying on inexperienced 
trainees left the crew to take 
on more duties which com¬ 
promises safety.

Deciding to set sail with a 
storm approaching, and a 
lack of safety nets were 
just two of the factors 
contributing to Laura 
Gainey’s death. 

The final report by the 
Transportation Safety Board 
released yesterday exam¬ 
ined how Gainey was swept 
off the deck of the Picton 
Castle on Dec. 8, 2006. 

“We came to the conclu¬ 
sion that with strong safety 
measures in place, loss of 
life can be avoided,” said 
Paul van den Berg, the in¬ 
vestigator in charge. 


The Picton Castle had al¬ 
ready delayed its departure 
from Lunenburg because of 
the weather, and they were 
under financial pressure to 
get going. 

The crew 
was exhaust¬ 
ed when the 
captain gave 
them all 

shots of rum 
during the 
storm, a 
practice the 
report called “questionable.” 

When Gainey was swept 
away by a large wave, two 
crew members at the helm 
immediately heard screams 
from the port side aft. 

Gainey was briefly spot¬ 


ted in the water, but the 
crew was unable to main¬ 
tain visual contact. 

“On four occasions dur¬ 
ing the early morning hours 
some crewmembers report¬ 
ed hearing someone shout¬ 
ing from somewhere off the 
ship, but no one was seen or 
found,” the report said. 

The search was called off 
several days later. 

Picton Castle Capt. Daniel 
Moreland said yesterday he 
and the crew are “devastat- 
ingly sony” for Gainey’s loss. 

“The findings confirm 
our strongly held belief 
that Laura was obeying or¬ 
ders and carrying out her 
tasks as the excellent crew 
member she was,” he 


wrote in a statement. 

He vowed to learn all he 
could from the tragedy, but 
a statement from the Gainey 
family said there’s more to 
be done. They want the ship 
to implement a safety strate¬ 
gy and cut off ties with the 
Cook Islands Registry be¬ 
cause of their ‘mystifying 
and disappointing action.’ 

“Our goal was to find out 
what led to Laura’s death 
and the (board’s) thorough 
and independent investiga¬ 
tion has given us this infor¬ 
mation. We are grateful for 
this and closure it brings.” 

The family also thanked 
the crew for their ‘excep¬ 
tional efforts’ in trying to 
find their daughter.

New kiddie porn bill 

But cops don't know if it will lead to charges

The MacDonald 
government has a new 
bill it says will get tougher 
on child pornography, but 
police officers couldn’t 
name a single instance in 
which the bill would have 
lead to charges. 

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke’s bill makes it a 
criminal offence if some¬ 
one comes across child 
pornography and doesn’t 
report it. The law would al¬ 
so protect people who re¬ 
port child pornography 
from retaliation. 

The problem is police of¬ 
ficers at a government 
press conference yesterday 
couldn’t think of a time 
this law would have lead to 
charges. 

“I can’t recall any investi¬ 
gations where that was the 
case,” said Det. Const. Chris 
Gorman, who has spent the 
last four years tracking 
down child predators as 
part of the ICE police unit. 

When asked again, Gor¬ 


man said “I don’t under¬ 
stand how I would know 
who has neglected to re¬ 
port.” 

It was one of several tu¬ 
multuous 


moments at 
the press 
conference. 

The bill 
would pun¬ 
ish people 
who falsely 
and mali¬ 
ciously re¬ 
port some¬ 
one access¬ 
ing child 
pornogra¬ 
phy. But Hali¬ 
fax Regional 
Police Super¬ 
intendent 
Mike Burns 
said he 
wasn’t aware of such a case 
ever happening. 

Minister Clark also could 
not specifically name any 
police agency that had re¬ 
quested this new bill. 

Still, officers expressed 
support for the plan. 

Gorman said it would be

al. Burns compared the bill 
to existing laws that re¬ 
quire reporting child abuse.

Opposition questions 
government's motives

Opposition parties ques¬ 
tioned the government’s 
motives as it introduced a 
new child pornography 
bill yesterday. 

The bill would make it 
illegal for people not to re¬ 
port child pornography if 
they see it. The Liberals 
and NDP questioned its ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

“It’s going to make in¬ 
nocent Nova Scotians fear¬ 
ful that all of the sudden 
they should be more ob¬ 
servant of their colleagues 
or that they should be 
fearful that somehow 
they’re going to be 
dragged into an unfortu¬ 
nate situation, which they 
had absolutely nothing to 
do with,” said Liberal jus¬ 
tice critic Michel Samson. 

“We want to make sure 
the government is focused 
on getting real results 
here, rather than just 
thumping their chest and 
making it look like they’re 
doing something.” 


But Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said the bill 
was an important step in 
cracking down on child 
pornography. 

“We need to do all we 
can to protect our young 
people. The message the 
opposition would send by 
voting against that would 
be they don’t have those 
interests at the forefront 
where the government 
does,” said MacDonald. 

NDP justice critic Bill Es- 
tabroolcs said he supports 
the spirit of the bill, but 
wants to see the details 
before he supports it. 

Estabroolcs questioned 
how the bill would be en¬ 
forceable and said it was 
being used to divert atten¬ 
tion away from issues like 
the economy. 

“There’s lots of politics 
in this one. I think they’re 
trying to deflect from 
some of the issues that 
we’ll be bringing for¬ 
ward,” he said.

Extra hour good for hearts 

Study shows fewer heart attacks day after docks go back

Turning back the clocks 
this weekend isn’t just 
good for the social life. 

A new Swedish study 
published in Sdence Daily 
says putting back the 
clocks in the fall slightly 
reduces the risk of heart 
attacks the 
next day. In 
the spring, 
when clocks 
jump for¬ 
ward, the 

risks in¬ 

crease on av¬ 
erage by five 
per cent dur¬ 
ing the fol¬ 
lowing week.

Centre cardiologist 

Nicholas Giacomantonio, 
who wasn’t involved in the 
observational study, says 
the connection between 
the heart and sleep is well- 
known and has to do with 
the body’s natural changes 
in blood pressure that take 
place when asleep and 


awake. 

When people go to 
sleep, their heart rate 
slows and blood pressure 
drops. 

Between 6 a.m. and 
noon, when most people 
wake up, their blood pres¬ 
sure rises slightly. 

“If you deprive that 
rhythm from occurring, 
you can have more heart 
attacks and 
more 

strokes,” Gia¬ 
comantonio 
said. 

That’s why 
some shift 
workers or 
those who 
have trouble 
sleeping tend 
to have high 
blood pressure. 

“In the shifting of clocks, 
sleep deprivation keeps 
you from getting that natu¬ 
ral drop in blood pres¬ 
sure,” he added. 

Before the clocks go 
back in the spring, Giaco¬ 
mantonio suggested peo¬ 
ple prepare by getting an 
extra hour of sleep a few 


days ahead of time to 
lessen the risk. 

More importantly, 
though, he advised people 
to control the risk factors 
for heart attacks and 


strokes, like high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol, 
diabetes and smoking. 

Exercising and taking 
medication regularly are 
key too.

Time to keep lights 
on during daylight

If you’ve got an old car you 
could soon face a $164 fine 
for not turning your lights 
on during the day. 

The government pro¬ 
posed new changes to the 
Motor Vehicle Act yester¬ 
day that would make it il¬ 
legal not to 
use daytime 
headlights 
at all times. 

Automatic 
lights have 
been 

mandatory 
for all vehi¬ 
cles in Cana¬ 
da since 
1990. 

But all vehicles made be¬ 
fore then that don’t have 
automatic lights will have 
to keep their low beams 
on no matter how bright 
the sun is. Fine for a first 
offence is $164, the second 
is $222 and everything af¬ 
ter that is $337. 

“Daytime running lights

TOURISM The high cost of gas 
and the high Canadian dollar 
kept Americans away this sum¬ 
mer — and tourism operators 
shouldn't expect to see them 
coming back for at least 
another two years.

Lori Watkins is deciding 
between eating or heating 
this winter. The 53-year- 
old grandmother can’t af¬ 
ford to do both. 

She’s struggling to care 
for her special-needs 
granddaughter, Alison, 
who lives with her. Alison 
was born with craniosynas- 
tosis, a condition causing 
the bones in the skull fuse 
together prematurely. She 
also has attention deficit 
disorder and is develop- 
mentally delayed. 

While the government 
covers the costs of medica¬ 
tion and travel to the pedi¬ 
atrician, Watkins’ monthly 
$506 social assistance 
check is barely enough to 
put food on the table. 
Fresh fruit and vegetables 
are a treat, saved for Alison 
only. 

“I’ll go hungiy before 
she will — and I have,” she 
says. 

She could have handed 
Alison over to the govern¬ 
ment, and Community 
Services would have paid a 
foster family to take over. 
But Watkins says that was 
never an option. 

“I’m not having a 
stranger raising her.” 

Carvell Gray and his wife 
Joyce, who are caring for 
their granddaughter Jesse- 
lyn, say they’re slowly go¬ 
ing broke. The Digby cou¬ 
ple, both 69 and retired, 
have almost run through 
their RRSPs. 

Gray says he doesn’t 
want to apply for welfare. 


He wouldn’t qualify any¬ 
way, because he owns his 
own home. 

“What I want is grand- 
parental assistance.” 

Lucas Wide, Community 
Services spokesman, says 
there’s nothing available 
like that. 

“What’s available now is 
what’s available to any per¬ 
son who is looking after 
children within a family 
like that,” he says. 

“We do our best to keep 
(children) in families.” 

Wide says other family 
members can also take in 
children, and can apply for 
income assistance “just 
like any other ... person 


would apply who is on a 
fixed income.” 

There are about 900 No¬ 
va Scotia children living 
with at least one grandpar¬ 
ent. Harold Theriault, MLA 
for Digby-Annapolis Valley, 
says if the province helped 
grandparents, fewer chil¬ 
dren would be in provin¬ 
cial care because more 
grandparents could afford 
to take them in. 

Last spring he proposed 
the Guardianship Act, a 
bill to grant support for 
low-income grandparents. 
It never got off the ground. 
He plans to re-introduce it 
in this fall’s legislature sit¬ 
ting. 


Insurance case wraps up today

Bill Adams, with the In¬ 
surance Bureau of Canada, 
which is an intervener in 
the case, said the cap 
serves its purpose by re¬ 
ducing premiums for driv¬ 
ers. 


“With a 26.9 per cent de¬ 
crease in auto insurance 
premiums attributable to 
the cap, we believe it has 
been a successful reform 
that has served Nova Sco¬ 
tians well,” he wrote in an 
e-mail. “Thus our defense 
of it.” 

The case has taken 
weeks in the Supreme 
Court and is expected to 
wrap up today. 

“The auto insurance in¬ 
dustry has a significant in¬ 
terest in this issue and 
looks forward to Justice 
(Walter) Goodfellow's deci¬ 
sion,” Adams said. 

Mason said he’s asking 
for the cap to be declared 
unconstitutional. 

If successful in his bid, 
Mason said the decision 
could have significant con¬ 
sequences for Nova Scot¬ 
ian accident victims.

Returning to the Atlantic graveyard

It was June 30,1923, when 
a wireless operator 
received a Morse code 
message from an 
American Coast Guard cut¬ 
ter instructing a midwife 
how to safely deliver a 
child. 

That day, Sydney Mines 
resident Augustine (Gus) 
Walsh became one of only 
two people known to have 
been born on the grave¬ 
yard of the Atlantic, better 


known as Sable Island. 

On Saturday, some 85 
years after his birth, Walsh 
made his second visit back 
to the island since leaving 
at the age of two. 

“I would call it an oasis 
in the middle of the At¬ 
lantic,” said Walsh, one of 
two people born on the is¬ 
land since 1920. 

“It made me very happy, 
not sad, because I was able 
to go back in memory of 


my mom and father and 
was able to visit my birth¬ 
place.” 


That wireless operator 
was his father, M.J. Walsh, 
who was transferred from 


Sable Island to Fogo Island, 
Newfoundland, a short 
time after the birth of his 
son. 

Walsh remembers his 
parents talking about 
horseback riding on the is¬ 
land famous for its ponies. 

He visited for the first 
time in 1998, and says he 
probably won’t visit a third 
time. 

Tim Surette, director of 
Maritime services for the 


Canadian Coast Guard, 
said hundreds of people 
visit the island each year. 
The Walsh visit, though, 
was unique. 

“We certainly go out 
there, not regularly, but at 
times we have to go out 
there.

The minister of 
finance, I know, is in the 
process of consulting with 
various forecasters and 
economists. They are giving 
us a very wide range of pos¬ 
sible trajectories for the in¬ 
ternational economy, 
which have some 
consequences on Canada.”

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper unveiled a new cab¬ 
inet yesterday and vowed 
to defend Canada against a 
global crisis that he said 
was making it harder to 
predict the nation's 
economic future. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty, who has become the 
face of Canada’s effort to 
fend off the growing finan¬ 
cial turmoil, stayed in his 
post as expected. He is due 
to attend a series of interna¬ 
tional meetings in the next 
few weeks on the crisis that 
is striking Canada with in¬ 
creasing severity. 

“The economy ... will be 
job No. 1 in every aspect of 
our government,” Harper 
told a news conference. 

Harper added several jun¬ 
ior ministers to the cabinet, 
with almost a third of all 
the jobs going to women. 
He made the changes after 
the ruling Conservatives re¬ 
tained power in the Oct. 14 
election with a strength¬ 
ened minority. 

During the election cam¬ 
paign, both Harper and Fla¬ 
herty promised not to run a 
deficit over the next four 
years, but they have since 


changed their tune. 

Harper said Ottawa was 
on track to record a small 
surplus this year, but he de¬ 
clined to say what would 


happen after that, citing 
what he said was increased 
uncertainty in the Canadi¬ 
an and world economies.

Female ministers

more feminine touch after a 
higher proportion of 
women than ever before 
joined the upper ranks of 
government yesterday. 

The shuffle put 11 women 
into the 38-member cabinet 
— eight as full ministers and 
three as junior ministers — 
including three rookie 
Members of Parliament giv¬ 
en senior portfolios. 

The new female ministers 
are: Lisa Raitt, minister of 
natural resources; Leona 
Aglukkaq, health minister; 
Gail Shea, minister of fish¬ 
eries and oceans; and Lynn 
Yelich, minister of state for 
western economic diversifi¬ 
cation. 

Women returning to cabi¬ 
net are: Josee Verner, minis¬ 
ter of intergovernmental af¬ 
fairs; Rona Ambrose, minis¬ 
ter of labour; Diane Finley, 
minister of human resources 
and skills development; Bev 
Oda, minister of internation¬ 
al co-operation; Diane 
Ablonczy, minister of state 
for small business and 
tourism; and Marjory LeBre- 
ton, government Senate 
leader.

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Climate change to 
affect creatures 
differently: Report 

science Climate change is 
likely to disrupt food 
chains by favouring 
animals with short 
lifespans over bigger rivals 
that are worse at tolerating 
temperature swings, Cana¬ 
dian and German scientists 
said yesterday. 

The researchers said that 
studies of the physical char¬ 
acteristics of animals 
showed that all have widely 
differing “thermal 
windows” — a range of 
temperatures in which 
they best feed, grow and re¬ 
produce. That meant that 
climate change would not 
affect all equally. 

“Climate change will 
favour species with wide 
thermal windows, short 
lifespans, and a large gene 
pool amongst its 
population,” the journal 
Science said of the findings.

Race enters final weekend 


Republican John McCain 
and Democrat Barack 
Obama duelled over the 
economy yesterday in the 
last stretch of their fierce 
fight for the White House, 
with McCain charging 
Obama would not do 
enough to rein in oil com¬ 
pany profits. 

McCain jumped on the 
record quarterly profits 
posted by Exxon Mobil, 
noting Obama had sup¬ 
ported tax breaks for the 
oil industry in the 2005 en¬ 
ergy bill and said, “When 
I’m president, we’re not 
going to let that happen. 

“Senator Obama voted 
for billions in corporate 
giveaways to the oil com¬ 
panies. I voted against it,” 
McCain told supporters in 
Defiance, Ohio, as he tried 
to jump-start a comeback 
in a race that appears to be 
tipping toward Obama. 


“If I’m elected president, 
we’re going to stop send¬ 
ing $700 billion a year to 
pay for oil from countries 
that don’t like us very 
much,” McCain said. 
“We’re going to drill off 
shore and we’re going to 
drill now.” 

Obama leads McCain in 
national opinion polls and 
in key states like Florida 
and Ohio with five days of 
campaigning left before 
Tuesday’s presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

At a rally in Sarasota, 
Fla., Obama referred to 
yesterday’s announcement 
that the U.S. economy had 
suffered its sharpest con¬ 
traction in seven years, 
and said the drop in gross 
domestic product reflected 
the failed Republican eco¬ 
nomic policies of McCain 
and President George W.

At least 68 
dead in India 


Eleven bomb blasts in 
quick succession ripped 
through the main city of 
India’s troubled northeast¬ 
ern Assam state and three 
other towns yesterday, 
killing at least 68 people 
and wounding 335, police 
said. 

No one has so far 
claimed responsibility for 
the bomb blasts, which se¬ 
curity analysts said ap¬ 
peared to be co-ordinated. 

Assam has been a focus 
of a separatist insurgency 
for decades, but it has also 
recently suffered bomb at¬ 
tacks blamed on Islamist 
militants from neighbour¬ 
ing Bangladesh. 

Many of yesterday’s 
blasts were in crowded 
markets in the state, and 
many bombs were hidden 
in motorcycles or scooters. 

Firefighters doused the 
smouldering remains of 
cars and motorcycles at 
one of the blast sites in 
Guwahati. One of the 
blasts targeted a high-secu¬ 
rity zone with a court as 
well as offices and the 
homes of senior police ofifi-

A spokesman at Assam’s 
chief minister’s office said 
36 people were killed in 
four blasts in Guwahati. 
The other 32 people were 
killed in three other towns 
in the state.

Women got a raw deal in U.S. election campaign

his U.S. election cy¬ 
cle has been an ugly 
and divisive one, by 
any standards. As 
Canadians, we have 
the front rows on the bleach¬ 
er seats for the big event, and 
get to see the blood and hear 
the broken bones much 
more intimately than most 
other countries. Still, we 
can’t take part, but if anyone 
south of our border — or 
west of it, since Alaska has 
played a role of unprecedent¬ 
ed prominence this time 
around — is listening, I have 
a suggestion to make, one of¬ 
fered with my tongue only 
slightly in cheek. 

I am urging American 
women not to vote in this 
year’s election. I realize 
that ignoring your fran¬ 
chise and rebuking the 


19th Amendment — if on¬ 
ly for one election — 
sounds absurd, especially 
in such a hotly contested 
election, but hear me out. 

This has been an extraor¬ 
dinarily depressing elec¬ 
tion to witness, based on 
what I’m hearing from 
women on both sides of 
the political divide. 

“I cannot predict who 
will win the presidential 
campaign,” wrote 

women’s-rights advocate 
Helen McCaffrey in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, “but 
I already know who will 
lose big: All women.” 

She describes a young 
male student at the commu¬ 
nity college where she teach¬ 
es, wearing a Sarah Palin Is a 
C-t T-shirt “without shame 
or even consciousness of 
what he was doing.” She re¬ 
calls attending a Barack Oba¬ 
ma rally where the mention 
of Palin’s name “drew shouts 
of, ‘Stone her.’” She laments 
that “instead of engaging 
Palin on the issues, critics at¬ 
tacked attributes that are 
specifically female. It is 
Hillaiy’s pantsuit to the pow-

er of 10.” 

It was hard to ignore the 
treatment Hillaiy Clinton 
got in the bitter fight for the 
Democratic nomination, al¬ 
most entirely from mem¬ 
bers of the media and politi¬ 
cal classes that identified 
themselves as liberal, or as 
supporters of her party. Af¬ 
ter this election, it’s hard to 
imagine a bright woman in 
either party willingly allow¬ 
ing herself and her family to 
endure this gauntlet of char¬ 
acter assassination. 

“Thank God for election 
2008,” lamented Wendy 
Button, a speechwriter for 
Clinton, John Edwards and 
Obama, on the Daily Beast 


political website. 

“We can talk about the 
wardrobe and makeup 
even though most people 
don’t understand the de¬ 
tails about Senator Oba¬ 
ma’s plan with Iraq.” A 
lifelong Democrat, she de¬ 
spairs at how her party has 
turned on two female can¬ 
didates with such retro¬ 
grade, belittling rhetoric. 

It’s neither likely nor per¬ 
haps even desirable, but if 
half of U.S. voters withdrew 
their franchise in protest, it 
would wreak havoc with 
pollsters and campaign op¬ 
eratives at the veiy least, 
and delegitimize a dispirit¬ 
ing and tainted election at 
best. It’s a slap that would 
perhaps bring otherwise in¬ 
telligent people back to 
their senses, and restore 
some decency to a process 
that has devolved into a 
shameful rebuke of a 
woman’s right to partici¬ 
pate in her country’s politi¬ 
cal life.

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CRTC knocks down costly 
'fee for carriage’ proposal 


Canada’s television regula¬ 
tor denied an appeal by 
major broadcasters to be¬ 
gin charging carrying fees 
to cable and satellite com¬ 
panies, averting the 
potential for hefty hikes to 
Canadians’ television bills. 

Big broadcasters had 
complained to the Canadi¬ 
an Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission that it was unfair 
that cable and satellite 
companies could air their 
signals without paying a 
so-called “fee for carriage.” 
Such fees would have like¬ 
ly been passed along to 
consumers — likely mean¬ 
ing a $2 to $10 jump in 
monthly bills.

nies in the last few years 
have managed to consum¬ 
mate billion-dollar (adver¬ 
tising) deals,” CRTC Chair¬ 
man Konrad von Fincken¬ 
stein said. “So clearly the 
industry is not on the verge 
of disappearing. So we de¬ 
nied the fee for carriage ... 
There is just no economic 


rationale for doing it.” 

The country’s largest ca¬ 
ble company, Rogers Com¬ 
munications Inc., wel¬ 
comed the ruling, which 
they said could have added 
millions in costs and 
meant higher monthly 
bills for subscribers. 

A Rogers official cau¬ 
tioned, however, that sub¬ 
scribers could end up bear¬ 
ing the $60-million cost of 
a new CRTC fund to sup¬ 
port local programming in 
communities with less 
than one million people. 

The CRTC said cable and 
satellite companies should 
be able to absorb the cost, 
which amounts to 50 cents 
per subscriber.

Imperial Oil posts record Q3 profits 


energy Imperial Oil Ltd.’s 
third-quarter profit surged 
70 per cent as crude prices 
hit records before the 
world financial crisis led to 
a steep drop, Canada’s 
largest oil producer and re¬ 
finer said yesterday. 

Imperial, which is major¬ 
ity owned by U.S. oil major 
Exxon Mobil Corp. and is a 
major oilsands player, 
earned a company-high

Shortly after the title dis¬ 
solves from the screen at 
the beginning of 
Changeling, it’s immedi¬ 
ately followed by three 
words — “A true story.” 

If you don’t remind your¬ 
self of that over the next 
two-plus hours, you might 
find this drama somewhat 
overwrought. 

Directed by legendary 
icon Clint Eastwood — 
who only gets better with 
age — Changeling tells the 
emotional journey of 


Christine Collins (Angelina 
Jolie), a single mother in 
1920s Los Angeles who 
comes home to find her 
son missing. 

Following weeks of re¬ 
lentless searching, the po¬ 
lice suddenly show up with 
her child, reporters in tow. 
Great. Only there’s a catch: 
It ain’t him. 

The problem is that in 
1928, the corrupt LAPD 
had a horrendous public- 
relations dilemma, so 
some clod in the force 
thought it’d be a slick 
move to replace Collins’s 
son with another kid, hop¬ 
ing she wouldn’t notice. 

When she obviously and 
veiy publicly does, the 
LAPD does the only thing it 
can: Make life hell for the 
poor mom. 

Now, what was it rappers 
NWA used to say about the 
LAPD again? 


Jolie gives a striking, dis¬ 
traught performance of a 
woman in a time of exces¬ 
sive subservience, rising 
up against her persecutors 
“and the horse they rode 
in on.” As pedestrian as 
those words read, she 
makes them sing. 

Meanwhile, Eastwood 
creates a moody, authentic 
world here, capturing 
great performances and 
turning a seemingly dimin¬ 
utive tale into compelling 
drama.

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This Bond girl is 'different' 

Olga Kurylenko's place in franchise history still to be written

Olga Kurylenko has 
joined a long line of 
iconic actresses who’ve 
assumed the mantle of 
Bond girl. 

The Ukrainian-born 
model made an impres¬ 
sive debut in a series of 
French films before being 
cast in Quantum of Solace 
as Camille, a Colombian 
out for revenge after the 
death of her parents. This 
quest ends up compli¬ 
menting Daniel Craig’s 
James Bond, who is look¬ 
ing to avenge the death of 
Vesper Lynd (Eva Green) 
at the end of Casino 
Roy ale. 

What remains to be 
seen is whether 
Kurylenko will join the 
ranks of Bond co-stars like 
Diana Rigg and Halle 
Berry, for whom Bond 
meant merely another 
role, or disappear with 
Daniela Bianchi, Lois 
Chiles, Claudine Auger 
and Carey Lowell into 
Bond footnotes. 

In either case, she’ll 
have a unique place 
among the tiny minority 
of Bond co-stars who 
don’t end up in bed with 
the British superspy. 

“She’s different,” 

Kurylenko says about her 
Camille. “She’s like a 
Bond in a female body. 
She’s almost equal to him. 
What is nice is that in this 
film she has her own sto¬ 
ry — she exists without 
Bond. She has her own 
thing to do, her own mis¬ 
sion. She’s like his reflec¬ 
tion.” 

As for Craig as Bond, 
Kurylenko has nothing 
but praise. 

“I thought he was one 
of the best Bonds. Every¬ 
one has their own opin¬ 
ion, but he’s more believ¬ 
able. He’s tough — you 
believe he can break your 
neck. They had to change, 
so he’s a good one.”

ent place. 

The Swiss director is 
better known for more in¬ 
timate, even arty films 
such as The Kite Runner 
and Monster’s Ball. 

He echoes Kurylenko’s 
assessment of what she 
brought to Bond. 

“I saw tapes from all 
over the world, beautiful 
women, but either they 
couldn’t act in English, or 
they weren’t real enough 


or didn’t have any depth. 

“And then I met 15 
women in London, and I 
thought three or four 
were interesting, and I 
had them read with 
Daniel, and I thought Ol¬ 
ga was the most truthful 
and would be a good mir¬ 
ror image for him.” 

As for Craig, Forster 
sees him as essential, and 
a key reason why he took 
on a film project that 
even he thought was com¬ 
pletely out of character 
for him. 

“I think he just human¬ 
izes the character and 
grounds him. After Pierce 
Brosnan, it was important 
to go a 180 degrees oppo¬ 
site to try and reinvent 
him. 

“At that point, I think 
the franchise was going to 
become a bit of a farce. It 
had to go totally to the op¬ 
posite.”

feature If you’ve had any¬ 
thing like a normal life, 
you’ve probably known 
someone like Kym, the 
character Anne Hathaway 
plays in Jonathan 
Demme’s Rachel Getting 
Married — opening next 
week. 

Emotionally draining 
and endlessly self-justify¬ 
ing, Kym is the centre of 
her own pre-Copernican 
emotional universe — 
she’s her own worst ene¬ 
my, but eveiyone else’s as 
well, if only because of her 
inability to tell the differ¬ 
ence between honesty and 
an inability to edit herself. 

When Hathaway sits 
down for an interview af¬ 
ter the film’s premiere at 
the Toronto International 
Film Festival in September, 
I can’t help but tell her 
that, as much as I respect¬ 
ed her performance, I’ve 
known my share of Kyms, 
and time spent with them 
is like a colonoscopy. 

“Thank you,” Hathaway 
laughs. “With or without 
anesthetic? 

“One of the things I love 
about Kym is people’s reac¬ 
tion to her. I think that’s 
an awesome interpretation 
of her — Kym is the kind 
of person I would be 
friends with and I am 
friends with. So for me, the 
hard part was not being 
compelled to make her 
likeable. 

“I wasn’t as concerned 
with making her sympa¬ 
thetic as much as I wanted 


to make sure people un¬ 
derstood that however she 
is, whatever your interpre¬ 
tation of her is, she’s being 
absolutely herself. 

“She’s just being herself, 
and once I figured that out 
— and I only figured that 
out about a month before 
filming — it was a very 
gushy moment that helped 
me realize what love is, 
and that it really is without 
limits, preconceived no¬ 
tions or limits, and it 
opened my heart. This 
character really changed 
my life and the way I view 
the world.” 

Hathaway’s Kym is al¬ 
ready attracting Oscar 
buzz, and one of the jour¬ 
nalists at the TIFF table 
with Hathaway and 
Demme asks if she feels 
pleased that she’s exceed¬ 
ed the expectations of peo¬ 
ple who might only know 
her from films like The 
Princess Diaries. 

Hathaway is visibly irri¬ 


tated by the question, and 
says that, “I’ve never de¬ 
fined myself by the way 
other people did ... It’s al¬ 
ways been about, ‘Be your¬ 
self, be yourself.’ Well, the 
person I’ve always been is 
an actress.” 

“Are you saying it wasn’t 
cool to do something com¬ 
pletely different?” Demme 
loudly bursts in, mischie¬ 
vously goading his leading 
lady. 

“Of course it was cool to 
do something completely 
different!” she shouts back 
at the director. 

“But not for the reason 
he was asking me. It 
wasn’t cool because I’d 
done The Princess Diaries. 
It was cool because you’re 
a f--king great director, 
and Kym’s an amazing 
character. That’s why it 
was cool. 

“It was cool on it’s own 
merit,” she says, “not be¬ 
cause it was a response to 
anything.”

Voicing animated characters is no easy gig

What do Ben Stiller, Chris 
Rock and Cedric the 
Entertainer have in com¬ 
mon? Well, if you 
guessed they all deliver 
the funniest lines in the 
new animated hit Mada¬ 
gascar: Escape 2 Africa, 
you’d only be partly right. 

Returning to their re¬ 
spective vocal roles from 
2005’s huge family hit, 
Madagascar, those funny¬ 
men — along with no less 
than three other voice tal¬ 
ents — all come from a 
stand-up comedy back¬ 
ground. 

“(Producers are) looking 
for somebody that can 
make whatever they write 
funny or funnier some¬ 
how,” insists Cedric the En¬ 
tertainer. “I think the idea 
is that (comedians) can at 
least bring it to life be¬ 
cause that’s the hardest 
part about it: (Voicing) in a 
room, doing it by yourself

with nobody else to 
bounce it off of.” 

It’s true. Like most ani¬ 
mated films, Madagascar: 
Escape 2 Africa — in the¬ 
atres next Friday — record¬ 
ed most of its performanc¬ 
es separately. Sure, it 
sounds like an easy gig: 
You read your part, collect 
a cheque and go home, but 
as Stiller attests, it’s not 
that simple. 

“I think the key is you 
want it to be fun,” says the 
actor. “If you go (into the 
recording studio) and 
you’re down or if you’re 
low energy or you’re not 
into it that day, then it’s 
not going to be a good ses¬ 
sion and you’re probably 
going to have to come 
back.” 

This comedy is definitely 
not short on spirit. Stuck 
in Madagascar, Alex the li¬ 
on (Stiller), Marty the ze¬ 
bra (Rock) and the rest of 
the Manhattan zoo-raised 


crew try to return home, 
only to get as far as Africa, 
where they soon discover 
their roots. 

As with the first film, the 
jokes are fast, furious and 
come from all angles — so 
all that comedic energy 
must’ve been an asset... or 
was it? 

“They encourage ad-lib¬ 
bing and there’s a lot of 
funny stuff in the script, 
but at the same time (pro¬ 
ducers are) more con¬ 
cerned with the story,” in¬ 
sists Rock. 

“I remember the first 
time meeting with Jeffrey 
(Katzenberg — head of 
Dreamworks Animation) 
and I remember him say¬ 
ing, ‘We’re working on the 
story, we’ll get the jokes 
when we get them,’ and I 
was so, like, offended,” 
Rock relents with a laugh. 
“As I’ve gotten older and 
done more (movies), I’m 
like, ‘The story is the hard¬ 
est part; we will get the 
jokes when we get them.’” 


Wain making Hollywood debut with Role Models

David Wain has been an al¬ 
ternative comedy fixture 
for over a decade. After act¬ 
ing and writing on the ’90s 
MTV series The State, he 
went on to direct such 
projects as Wet Hot Ameri¬ 
can Summer and The Ten. 

His latest directorial ef¬ 
fort is Role Models — 
opening next week — 
which stars Paul Rudd and 
Seann William Scott as a 
pair of underachievers 
who are forced to join a 
variation of the Big Broth¬ 
ers. 

It’s the first time that 
Wain has ever directed for 
Hollywood, something 
that he admits made him 
nervous. “I was really ap¬ 
prehensive, to be honest 
with you,” Wain told 
Metro. “I had this vision 


that I would be like Barton 
Fink. But in many ways I 
was surprised by how simi¬ 
lar it was to independent 
filmmaking. My daily work 
schedule was the same. I 
was still focused on finding 
the best way to tell the sto¬ 
ry onscreen. Even more so 
than in independent film, 
where I had to wear so 
many different hats be¬ 
cause there were fewer 
people working on it. In 
that way it freed me to fo¬ 
cus more on directing.” 

Role Models is certainly 
the most conventional 
movie he’s ever made, but 
Wain was still able to 
wedge his subversive voice 
into the script and fill the 
cast with talented comedi¬ 
ans, like the scene-steal¬ 
ing, foul-mouthed young¬ 
ster Bobb’e Thompson 

Still, as with all of 
Wain’s movies, most of the 
actors are familiar faces 


who he’s collaborated with 
for years, some as far back 
as university. 

“They’re the guys who I 
banded together with 
when I was 18 years old, 
and they also luckily hap¬ 
pen to be the funniest peo¬ 
ple I know.” 

Though he’s now offi¬ 
cially part of the Holly¬ 
wood machine, Wain plans 
to continue working in in¬ 
dependent film. One of the 
next projects he has in 
mind is a prequel to his 
beloved cult comedy Wet 
Hot American Summer. 

“It would take place the 
same summer in the first 
day of camp, but now the 
actors would be 20 years 
too old instead of ten years 
too old,” he said, jokingly 
adding, “So far I have not 
gotten anyone to finance 
that, but maybe after Role 
Models I’ll be enough of a 
big shot.”

Whatever reputed 
breakdown occurred 
between Kele Okereke and 
his former significant other 
in late 2007, the singer-gui¬ 
tarist frontman for Bloc Par¬ 
ty needed an outlet to vent 
his feelings on the matter. 

“Translucent and sun- 
bleached skin, when did 
you get so L.A./How can 
you desert me after all 
we’ve been through/Stuck 
on a dream that some¬ 
where it’s better/You’ll be 
the one missing out,” Ok¬ 
ereke sings on the elec- 
tronica-meets-new wave 
One Month Off from the 
British outfit’s third full- 
lengther, Intimacy. 

“A lot of stuff went on in 
the past year with my per¬ 
sonal life that really had a 
huge effect on me,” Ok¬ 
ereke tells Metro, though 
tight-lipped on the details. 
“I didn’t want to try and 
think too much about 
what I was saying — I 
wanted to write from an 
emotional perspective ... 
just get it out there and 
move on to the next thing. 

“But in writing songs for 
this record, I want people 
to see this not only about a 
relationship breakup but 
also a celebration of a love 
— about falling in love and 
being in love. It doesn’t al¬ 
ways have to be negative.” 


Besides, there has been 
enough negative-leaning 
talk about Okereke — 
from British media specu¬ 
lation about his sexuality 
to a reported backstage 
dust-up between the 27- 
year-old and the Sex Pis¬ 
tols’ Johnny Rotten during 
a summer music festival in 


Spain — that it almost 
overshadows Bloc Party’s 
more significant changes 
of late. 

First, Okereke, guitarist 
Russell Lissack, bassist Gor¬ 
don Moakes and drummer 
Matt Tong have ditched 
the traditional indie-roclc 
stylings of their 2005 suc¬ 


cess story, Silent Alarm, 
and 2007 follow-up, A 
Weekend In the City. For 
Intimacy, Bloc Party veers 
into electronica-based ter- 
ritoiy and experimenta¬ 
tion with Okereke’s vocals 
— though maintaining 
Tong’s fierce backbeats.

rock music should be tak¬ 
ing more from electroni- 
ca,” Okereke says. “I know 
many bands will tell you 
the best records have been 
made between the 1950s 
and the 1970s, but with all 
the new technology avail¬ 
able, why not have rock 
music embrace something 
a bit newer?” 

Second, the band has 
opted to follow what’s be¬ 
coming a recent trend in 
the industry by releasing 
the new album digitally in 
August, two months ahead 
of this past Tuesday’s phys¬ 
ical CD release. 

“I remember being a 16- 
year-old and how it was 
such a big deal when I 
bought a record by a band I 
liked and eveiyone else 
bought the same record 
and we were all talking 
about that record at the 
same time,” Okereke says. 
“Now that we’ve built up 
an international fan base, 
why not just deliver a 
record to our fans at the 
same time, rather than 
have somebody leak out 
the record online long be¬ 
fore it comes out?”

the show’s rocky produc¬ 
tion history, which saw an 
almost total recasting of 
the show after a pilot was 
filmed, and a move from 
Los Angeles to New York 
City for both the setting 
and production. 

“It is rare that a show 
gets piloted twice,” said 
Gary Newman, co-chair¬ 
man of 20th Century Fox 
Television, one of the 
show’s producers. “I think 
a big part of it was, you 
look at the version shot in 
Los Angeles, and it just did¬ 
n’t feel like 1973; it wasn’t 


authentic. The wardrobe, 
the hair, the music, the 
buildings — it honestly is a 
kind of an amazing repro¬ 
duction of the era.” 

Run through my handy 
television execution decod¬ 
ing ring, that means that 
the people behind the L.A. 
version had better have 
friends at the other net¬ 
works, and that the New 
York crew had better have 
a few too if the show does¬ 
n’t end up getting re¬ 
newed. I’m quite happy to 
tuck into my meal of crow 
at this point, if only in the 
hope that the success of 
the ABC version will finally 
get a DVD box set of the 
BBC original on the store 
shelves here.

Cummings rekindles his roots 


Canadian star sells out 2 shows at Casino Nova Scotia

Burton Cummings didn’t 
want “corny.” He was trying 
to avoid “syrupy,” too. 

“I’m too old to put out 
something that will embar¬ 
rass me in five or six years,” 
the 60-year-old Cummings 
said about his first studio al¬ 
bum in 18 years, titled 
Above the Ground. “I con¬ 
centrated a lot on the lyrics. 
I wanted them to be obser¬ 
vational and a bit existen¬ 
tial. I think it’s a good col¬ 
lection of songs.” 

The Canadian music leg¬ 
end and former lead singer 
with the Guess Who can 
hold his head high as his 
new CD, which hits stores 
this Tuesday, is a strong col¬ 
lection of songs that con¬ 


tain powerful lyrics and a 
sound he’s grown famous 
for in 40 years of rock ’n’ 
roll. Cummings had been 
looking at making an 
eighth solo studio album 
for several years, but with 
the recent success he and 
former Guess Who guitarist 
Randy Bachman were find¬ 
ing on tour together, the 
project was put on hold. 

That was until Bachman 
had recent shoulder sur- 
geiy, which put him on the 
shelf for several months. 
This gave Cummings the 
time he needed to work on 
the new album, which for 
the first time in his career is 


written entirely by him. 

“Had Randy not had this 
operation, I don’t know if 
this album would exist yet, 
because we were veiy, veiy 
busy as Bachman-Cum- 
mings,” he said. “We were 
actually thinking of doing 
an album of original stuff, 
or at least another Juke¬ 
box.” 

Tracks like Crazy If You 
Mess With the Gods and We 
Just Came From the U.S.A. 
are tracks to rock out to on 
the album. There is also 
Kurt’s Song, a tribute to the 
late Kurt Winter, a band 
mate and friend who passed 
away in 1997. 


“I miss him dearly still 
now,” Cummings said of 
Winter. “You’d never find a 
better guy to have 12 or 15 
beers with. It was just magi¬ 
cal times.” 

Cummings will play 
songs from Above the 
Ground tonight and tomor¬ 
row in back-to-back sold- 
out shows at Casino Nova 
Scotia’s Schooner Room at 8 
p.m. 

Cummings is touring 
with the same band on the 
record and the show will in¬ 
clude hits from both the 
Guess Who era and his solo 
albums. 

“I know why people are 
coming,” he said. “I would 
never go on stage for 90 
minutes and shove new 
stuff down people’s throats 
because they would go 
home unhappy.”

Poached Salmon with 
Dill Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 fresh or frozen and thawed 
salmon or halibut steaks, 3/4 
inch thick (about 6 oz /175 g 
each) 

1 cup (250 mL) dry white wine 
or low-sodium chicken broth 

1 small yellow onion, thickly 
sliced 

2 lemon slices 
4 sprigs parsley 

4 whole black peppercorns 

DILL SAUCE: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) butter or 
margarine 

1 tbsp (15 mL) all-purpose flour 

2 tsp (10 mL) finely chopped 
fresh dill or 3/4 tsp (4 mL) 
dried dill weed 

Vi tsp (2 mL) sugar 
1/8 tsp (0.5 mL) salt 
1 large egg yolk, lightly beaten 
1 tsp (5 mL) lemon juice 

METHOD: 

1 . Rinse fish and pat dry. In a 
large skillet, combine the 
wine, onion, lemon slices, 
parsley and peppercorns. Bring 
to a boil. Arrange salmon in a 
single layer in wine mixture. 
Bring back to a boil. Lower the 
heat and simmer, covered, for 


5 to 8 minutes or until fish 
flakes when tested with a fork. 
With a slotted spatula, careful¬ 
ly remove salmon from the 
skillet; keep warm. Strain and 
reserve 1 cup of the cooking 
liquid. 

2 . To prepare dill sauce, in a 
small saucepan, melt butter 
over moderate heat. Whisk in 
flour, dill, sugar and salt, and 
cook for 1 minute or until bub¬ 
bly. Add reserved cooking liq¬ 
uid. Cook, whisking constant¬ 
ly, until mixture starts to 
thicken. Slowly stir about 1/2 
cup (125 mL) of the hot 
mixture into egg yolk, then re¬ 
turn this mixture to the 
saucepan. Cook, stirring con¬ 
stantly, for 1 to 2 minutes or 
until mixture thickens (do not 
boil). Stir in lemon juice. 

3 . Spoon some of the dill sauce 
over the salmon. Serve with re¬ 
maining sauce.
